The transfer took place last Saturday at the direction of the Bureau 
of Prisons, Warden Frank Kenton of the Lompoc FCI confirmed this 
morning 
Alessio has been prominently mentioned in connection with a full - 
scale investigation by the U.S. Attorney General and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation into "irregularities 
in the FCI camp area 
involving allegations that inmates were granted special privileges in 
the form of unauthorized trips away from the camp 
Three employes of the FCI camp have had procedural actions 
instigated by the Bureau of Prisons in regards to the investigation. 
Anthony Santiago, former camp administrator, is on administrative 
leave with pay pending a hearing by an examiner. The hearing is 
expected to take place in approximately 30 days. Roy Goddard, 
probation officer, will undergo an arbitration hearing March 1 and 2. 
Daniel Morgan, a guard, was placed on 30-day administrative leave on 
"adverse action notice. 
Maurice Friedman, former Las Vegas developer serving a six-year 
FCI term for his part in a rigged card game conspiracy, has also been 
prominently mentioned in connection with the investigation Kenton 
said this morning that Friedman is released from the FCI on a ‘writ 
while testifying for the government in the Las Vegas Frontier Hotel 
“ skimming " trial. 
A federal grand jury in Los Angeles is expected to be handed the 
results of the intensive investigation shortly, Robert Ward, assistant 
U. S. attorney general in the organized crime and racketeering 
division, stated Meetings of the federal grand jury are secret and the 
only word of the results of the jury action will come when indictments 
are handed down. 
Meanwhile, Warden Kenton reported that the FCI is returning to 
normalcy following a racial melee last Sunday involving 200 blacks 
and Chicano prisoners and 50 guards Kenton said that between 200 and 
250 inmates are released from lock-up and are working today and that 
the units were opened last night for four hours, two hours of telev ision 
viewing.

Nixon, noticeably 
fatigued and 
somber, said in a banquet toast a 
few hours after the latest meeting 
with Chou that he hoped “ peace and 
harmony can be the destiny of our 
two peoples." 
Nixon expressed hope during his 
remarks, at the banquet he hosted in 
the Great Hall of the People, for “ a 
new world order in which nations of 
people with different systems and 
different values can live together in 
peace...letting history rather than 
the battlefield be the judge of their 
different ideas." 


The President told Chou and the 
other guests: “ We began our talks 
recognizing 
that we have 
great 
differences. But we are determined 
that 
those 
differences 
will 
not 


prevent us from living together in 
peace.” 
In resnonse, Chou agreed with 
Nixon there are wide differences 
between 
the 
two 
systems 
of 
government but declared: 


“ It is the common desire of the 
Chinese and American people to 
enhance their mutual understanding 
and friendship and promote the 
normalization of relations between 
China and the United States. 
“ The Chinese government and 
people 
will 
work 
unswervingly 
toward this goal. " 
Nixon, as host at the gala dinner in 
the two-storied banquet room of the 
Great Hall, spoke first. He and Chou

completed an hour and a half talk 
that extended the total of their 
formal negotiations since Monday to 
144 hours. 
As he did during a visit to the 
Great Wall of China on Thursday. 
Nixon said he hoped that his talks 


with the Chinese leaders would

removing a wall of hostility between 
the two nations. 
Chou, who will accompany Nixon 
from Peking to Hangchow Saturday, 
said of their discussions: 
“ There exists great difference of 
principle between our two sides.

each other's positions and stands 
has been gained. This has been 
beneficial to both sides. “ 
Neither Nixon nor Chou provided 
any clue to any agreements that

Israel launches attack on Lebanon

A1 Fatah guerrillas said as many 
as 30 Israeli jets struck targets as 
close as 34 miles from the Lebanese 
capital of Beirut and followed up 
with armored regiments into areas 
near the border. The semiofficial 
Egyptian Middle East News Agency 


said 60 Israeli jets struck into 
Lebanon. 
Guerrillas 
reported 
six

guerrillas killed and three wounded. 
A 
Beirut communique said one 
civilian was killed and a soldier 
wounded and 20 houses destroyed. 
Israel said five guerrillas were 
killed and an unknown number of 
houses demolished, and the attack 
force suffered no casualties. 
The big Israeli strike coincided 
with the arrival in Jerusalem of 
United 
Nations peace negotiator 
Gunnar V. Jarring in an attempt to 
revive his peace mission. His only 
comment after conferences with 


Foreign Minister Abba Eban was 
that he was encouraged that his 
mission was still alive.

It was Mrs. Nixon’s busiest day since she 
came to China for President Nixon s 
summit conference with Chinese leaders. 
Earlier, she joined her husband for a tour 
of the Forbidden City, home of old China s 
emperors, viewing the historic site in a 


storm that piled snow ankle deep 
The First Lady bought the pajamas at 
the Friendship Shop in downtown Peking, 
she also was attracted by the sight of a 
jade ring, but when told it cost $80,000, 
threw up her hands.

exclaimed. 
Mrs. Nixon 


She also purchased a dozen coffee cups 
and saucers with a large sugar bowl and 
creamer in the Chinese blue and white 
“ rice pattern " She paid $13.76 for the set 


and said it was for her daughter. Mrs 
David Eisenhower, “ who always has Navy 
wives stopping in. and she doesn't have 
enough cups '’ 


While Mrs. Nixon was looking at bolts of 
silk fabric, a stocky redhaired woman 
entered the shop, stared at the First Ladv. 
then turned away. The woman was Mrs. B 
C. Tolstikov, wife of the Soviet ambassador 
to Peking She left a few moments later. 


At the hospital. Mrs. Nixon watched 
attendants use gold and silver needles in 


the acupuncture treatments on three girls, 
aged 6 to 7 One child was treated for head­ 
aches, another for a long-time stomach 
ailment and the third for polio. 
Touring the hospital wards, Mrs. Nixon 
hugged and patted small children and 
listened to some of them sing. 
She went around to children who were 
wearing hospital robes and said to each one 
in Chinese “ seeah, seeah," “ thank you." 
When Mrs. Nixon visited the Forbidden 
City, she and her husband were told women 
in old China did not enjoy equal rights.

Viet communists show independence

Paris

Thursday 
was 
aimed 
at 
demonstrating the North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
independence from foreign powers, particularly in 
light of President Nixon’s meetings in China. 
The breakup of the session, coupled with an offer to 
meet next week, appeared to be a well-planned 
decision taken at a high level in Hanoi and was not a 
spur-of-the moment maneuver. It obviously was 
meant to warn all concerned that the Communists will 
not agree to any decision concerning them taken 
without their presence. 
The Communist walkout was accompanied by a 
broadside on Nixon, picturing him as a man who talks 


peace but makes war 
At a news conference shortly after the Communist 
delegations stalked out. North Vietnamese spokesman 
Nguyen Thanh Le and his Viet Cong colleague. Ly Van 
Sau. took pains to denigrate Nixon s peace plans and 
attack remarks he made in Peking. 
Le firmly denied press reports Nixon might meet a 
Hanoi emissary in Peking to talk peace. Le said such 
speculation 
was 
“ baseless" 
and 
his 
mission 
circulated a Hanoi-datelined North Vietnamese news 
agency report saying Le Due Tho, the politburo 
member alleged to be waiting for Nixon in Peking, 
was quietely visiting hospitals around Hanoi. 
The North Vietnamese and the Viet Cong have 
never been happy with Nixon s visit to China.

Author reveals the view from abroad 
French learn awful truth 
Your birthday by Stella 


By ROSETTE HARGROVE* 


PARIS - (NEA) - To see 
ourselves as others see us is 
a faculty f e w individuals 
possess, let alone nations. 


A P'rench author, however, 
IS doing what he can to 
change this at least as it 
applies to his countrymen. In 
his just-published "France 
Seen by the Foreigner,” Rob­ 
ert Mengin draws on the 
authority and vast experi­ 
ence of 30 years spent in 
several countries, his ears at 
all times tuned to what was 
said 
of France and the 
French. 


On the whole, the conclu­ 
sions are not particularly 
flattering. "What a beating 
we take in this work!” noted 
one Parisian daily in its 
review. 


The French are seen, de­ 
spite Paris’ position as the 
capital of couture, as gen­ 
erally sloppy in their dress, 
formally polite but not cor­ 
dial, excessively involved in 
eating and drinking, on the 
stingy side, and lacking in 
simplicity. 


Fortunately for national 
s e 1 f-esteem, F'renchwomen 
when singled out for special 
attention come off somewhat 
more attractively in foreign 
eyes, adding some bright 
spots to the otherwise rather 
depressing portrait. 


Time was when a French 
woman was considered syn­ 
onymous with frivolity and 
coquettishness. She is no 
longer considered frivolous, 
according to Mengin, and as 
for coquettish, any French­ 
woman 
who 
thought 
she 
lacked certain talents in this 
line would consider it a draw­ 
back. 


The Frenchwoman is re­ 
puted to have no head at ail 
for politics. She makes no 
use of the rights she has won 
in this domain. Furthermore. 


when she discusses politics 
she is said to do it with pas­ 
sion and incompetence. Gen­ 
erally speaking, Frenchwom­ 
en do not dream of becoming 
an ambassador or a prime 
minister. Even in the realm 
of 
fashion 
when 
she 
is 
acknowledged to be the lead­ 
er, she triumphs by her re­ 
straint and perfect taste. 


If Frenchwomen are first 
in the realm of elegance, 
they are not considered great 
beauties. Without being total­ 
ly out of the running, they 
are no match for such as the 


Sca nd in avia ns. Out of 
France one 
often hears: 
Frenchwomen are pretty. 
Frenchwomen are charming. 
Frenchwomen are ravishing. 
But seldom does one hear: 
Frenchwomen are beautiful. 


But where Frenchwomen 
seem to score is in the art of 
love. They have the reputa­ 
tion of being the cleverest, 
most expert and most serious 
of all the world’s women. 


It is also widely recognized 
that Frenchwomen do not 
leap into divorce proceedings 
at the slightest provocation. 


Also that marriages between 
a 
Frenchwoman and 
an 
American, an Englishman, 
Scandinavian or Russian are 
usually successful, whereas 
a Frenchman married to any 
of the n a t i o n a l i t i e s 
mentioned often ends up in 
the divorce court. 


Such feminine loyalty can, 
however, have its negative 
side. Some say that the 
despots in France’s history 
who have at times led her to 
ruin were largely supported 
by the admiration of women.

DEAR JUDY—I have made 
about eight sweaters but still 
don’t know how to make one 
with more than one color.

Split the two 
ends and remove two strands 
on each of the two ends for 
about two inches, then lay 
the wools together, the two 
ends pointing in opposite di­ 
rections, and knit a few sts. 
Then continue with the new 
thread of wool to the end 


of the row and cast off. Join

Joe Namath at dinner with 
three male com panions 
raises a wine glass and 
toasts, “ health,” when the 
two bejeweled middle aged 
women interrupt. “ Joe. may 
we bother you for an auto­ 
graph for our sons?” One ex­ 
tends a cloth napkin. 
Namath 
is 
giggly. 
He 
pushes back his chair, slowly 
rises. "Want me to write 
something special?” he asks. 
He laughs shyly, like a 
tickled schoolboy trying to 
cover a giggle from the 
teacher. “You won't get this 
napkin through customs,’' he 
says. The ladies are de­ 
lighted. 
Namath is one of the most 
i m m e d i a t e l y recog­ 
nizable men in the United 
States, also one of the most 
controversial. Everyone has 
an opinion on Joe Namath 
and it seems almost every­ 
one wants his autograph, too. 
“ Where you from?” he 
asks one fan. “ Like Puerto 
Rico?” 
he 
asks 
another. 
“ Have you seen the tourna­ 
ment?” (Namath was here 
to play in the American Air­ 
lines celebrity golf tourna­ 
ment.) Namath’s mood is 
changed now from the time 
about two years ago when he 
received a crank threat on 
his life. He seemed more 
puzzled than frightened by 
such a vicious response to his 
care-free life style. For a 
time, it appeared he wanted 
to shrink from the limelight.

One of Namath’s dinner 
companions said he had re­ 
cently talked with George 
Sauer, the former Jet who 
retired last season “ George 
said one reason he quit was 
that he was sick of people 
pawing and drooling over 
him because he was a foot­ 
ball player,” said the com­ 
panion. 
“ George say that?” asked 
Namath. “ Well, some people 
just don’t want it They don't 
like 
it. 
Steve 
Thompson 
wanted to go back home to 
work. So he up and quit the 
Jets, too” 
Namath. his black hair in 
bangs, bent his head and dug 
into a steak He looked up 
and smiled again, the candle­ 
light on the table accentuat­ 
ing his deep dimples 
“ I was supposed to have a 
date tonight,” he said. “ I 
met this beautiful blonde last 
night in the hotel casino 
here. I mean bee-yoo-tee-ful. 
I walked over to her and 
said, ‘A beautiful woman like 
you shouldn’t be alone.' She 
said she wasn’t alone, ex­ 
actly. But she didn’t want to 
be with the guy she was with. 
I said, Well, that can be 
fixed.’ She said not tonight. 
She was going back to her 
room — alone. I asked her 
about tomorrow night. She 
said yeah. I told her I’d call 
her at 6. I called. She wasn’t 
in.
